And moreover, in his late great Book, his ſuppoſed Maſter-Piece, 
Printed 1698. Stiled the Pilgrims Progreſs, he takes upon him to con- 
trive, frame and forge a Ridiculous Romance, calling it a Sermon for

Tis no 
Blaſphemy to ſay, That God was before Conſcience was, or Man 
was made ; and that this Word ( this Eternal Son of God ) was be- 
fore Conſcience was, and before any thing was made, or Conſcience 
named : Secing All things were made by him, and without him was no- 
thing made that was made. $0 that the Charge af Blaſphemy in this 
caſe does not only affeR us (the People called Quakers) but Fobn the 
Evangeliſt, and Chrif himſelf, who faith, I am the Light of the World, 
he that followeth me, ſhall not abide in Darkneſs, but ſhall have the Light 
of Life, John 8. 12. And Believe in the Light, that you may be Children 
of the Light. And the whole Soul, Mind and Conſcience of Man muſt 
be Exerciſed, Inſtruted and Swayed by this Light, or <lſe Man's 
Conſcience is not only weak, but defiled alſo, and may become 
Seared: Bur fo is not this Divine Light, it remains Pure and In- 
corruptible. So that the Light, whereby not only we, but every 
Man . ought to be guided, is the true Erernal God, and Chriſt the 
Word, which ſo to teach or aflert, is not Blaſphemy, as you (our 
Adverfaries) have Reproach'd us.

'Tis evident, G. F. here ſpeaks in the name of Chriſt, and for him,

Tis certain there is but one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 1 Cor. 8. who came 
both in the Fleſh and in the Spirit.

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What they Charge, News coming np, &C. P. 14. Your Baptiſm is Car- 
#al, here they leave out [ Sprinkling Infants, which God never command- 
ed] and their Sacrament ( as they call it) « carnal, and here again 
they leave out [ and there 1s not a word in the Scripture that ſpeaks 
of a Sacrament | and their Communion 1s Carnal, a little Bread and 
Wine. 
whereupon I propoſe to theſe our ſevere Judges, that if theſe 
Expreſſions be offenſive to them, and they deem them Erroneons, we 
muſt take them to be of a contrary Opinion, namely, that their 
Baptiſm, to wit, Sprinkling Infants, 1s not Carnal, bnt Spiritual, and 
commanded of God, and that their Sacrament, Communion, Bread and 
Vine, dis not Carnal but Spiritual : But how can that be without 
Tranſubftantiation, pray ? ( A Dodarine wholly diſown'd by us) which 
if they prove all this by Scripture, and the word Sacrament allo, then 
41l that hold they are Carnal, and not Spiritual, ought to retrat and 
confeſs their Error : Pl not exclude my ſelf on theſe Terms. 

But I wiſh theſe Men would not be too hot and fierce about words, I 
would not have them take the word Carnal,asa word. of Contempt againlt 
any thing that God ever commanded ; for they may read of Carnal Or- 
ainances, ſpoken of things which God once commanded, Heb. g. 9g. 
which ſtood only in Meats and Drinks, and [ Jragipus Banliouis, 
variss Baptiſmatibus] divers Baptiſms, and Carnal ©2dinances i»po;'4 
on them, until the time of Reformation. 

Again, IW. Smith's Primer is charged, that Baptiſm, Bread and Wine, 
aroſe from the Pope's Invention, &C. 

I having found W. S. in like manner wronged in this heretofore, 
by ſome called Anabapriſts, upon ſearch I gave them this Anſwer from 
his own Explication, viz. © That it was not Bread and Wine in the 
&« Lord's Supper, nor Baptiſm without diſtinction, that he rendred the 
&« Pope's Invention, but ſprinkling Water in a Child's Face, ſigning it 
« with the Sign of the Croſs on it's Fore-head, God-fathers and God- 
© mothers to undertake for it; Pread and Wine ſo uſed and received 
&« (i.e. by a ſort of Prieſts and People) as the Body and Blood of 
« Chriſt, which they tell them, is broken and ſhed for them (which 
« implies Tranſubſtantiation ) and did not theſe, thus conſidered, riſe 
<« from the Pope's Invention, trow ye? See the Contemned Quaker, and 
& his Coriſtian Religion defended, P. 23, 24- 

To their Charge againſt W. Perr's Reaſon againſt Railing, printed 
1573. P- 108, 109. his ſaying, I affirm by that one Scripture ( Heb. 9. 10.) 
that Circumciſion 1s as much in force as Water-Baptiſm, and the Paſchal 
Lamb, as Bread and Wine, they were both Shadows, and both Elemen- 


tary 
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tay 7} Periſhable C And here they leave ont divers explanatory 
Lines. 


Whereupon I ask theſe Men, 

Firſt, if the Paſchal Lamb ( which was a principal part of the Lord's 
Supper, Luke 22.) be in force among Chriſtians ? 

Second, If Water Baptiſm, Bread and Wine, be not Shadows, and 
Elementary, and Periſhable? If it be an Offence to fay, they are, 
thea I would ask theſe Men, if they believe their Bread and Wine 
are not Periſhable, Elementary, and of a decaying Nature ? If not, 
how will they clear themſelves of the Popijh Doctrine of Tranſubſtanti- 
ation ! . But I would charitably think better of them, than their Charges 
ia theſe matters Import. 

Thoſe charged with Cain's Sacrifice in their Ordinances, Churches and 
Teachings ( for which News coming «p, is again quoted againſt ns, p. 
4. 14. ) were ſuch as were in the Firſt Birth, and Envions Perſe- 
cutors, and Wicked Perſons, as were juſtly reprehended in thoſe 
days, when that was writ, in 1654. even as the Prophet 1/aiah teſti- 
fied againſt Jrrael, 1/a. 1. becauſe of their Iniquities, thu' they obſerv'd 
Outward Ordinances. 

What they quote about one Quaker writing to another, in a be- 
moaniag Letter, called, The Spirit of the Hat, printed 1673. Þ. 12. com- 
plaining of G. Fox, net allowing any Liberty, &C. 

That's not true, nor the compariſon juſt, between G. F. and the 
Papiſts, tor he was always againſt Perſecution and Coertion by Penal 
Laws, for matters purely relating to Conſcience, or Worſhip toward 
God, and for all to have their Liberty to Worſlip him, as inward- 
ly perſuaded, which Popery will not allow: And for G. F's ſaying, 
No Liberty out of the Power, and aſſerting Goſpel-Liberty, this we knew 
related to the Church of Chrift, there being no true Liberty, but ia 
the Power and Spirit of the Lord ; and the Church deſires no other 
than what's agreable to Truth. 

And W. P's Brief Examination, and State of Liberty Spiritual, Printed 
1681. (which is alfo quoted againſt us) Imports no other than a Li- 
berty in Trath, and for Unity, Society, and good Order therein, and 
agamft the Spirit of Strife, Diviſion, and Self-Separation, which 
would cloak it felf under Pretence of claiming Liberty of Conſcience ; 
and being left to the Grace and Spirit of God within, when its De- 
lign 4s to be at Liberty, both to break good Order and Unity, and to 
lcad into Looſneſs, fieſhly and corrupt Liberty. It follows not, that 
we allow no Liberty to any, who differ from us (as is falſly noted in 

+ their Margent againſt us) for the Lzberty God allowstoall Mankind in the 
E 2 Creation, 
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Creation, we would debar none of; though we cannot receive them 


— Soclety with vs, who walk not after the Spirit, but after the 
Fleſh. 


Of GOVERNMENT. 
26th Charge, p. 15. 


In the Margent it's noted, They declare themſelves againſt Kingly Go- 
vernment ;, for which they quote Edw. Burrough's Works, Þ. .244- 
The Lord ts riſen to overturn, to overturn Kings and Princes, Govern- 
ments and Laws —— And He will change Times, and Laws, and Govern- 
ments, &C. 

Now obſerve,. That theſe Prophetical: Paſſages (with many other 
of the like Import) were writ in the Year 1657. and have they not 
been in a great Meaſure fulfilled, by the various Overturnings and 
Revolutions, which ſince have come to paſs? Can any deny a Mat- 
ter ſo apparent ? But does this argue that we are againſt a Kingly 
Government, when God will have it? No ſire. As there was Sub- 
miſſion to Him in Prophecying ſuch Truths, ſo there hath been, and 
is on our parts, in-what He brings to paſs, concerning Revolutions 
and Governments; and it muſt be known and acknowledged, That the 
Moſt High rules in the Kingdoms of Men, and giveth them to whomſoever 
be pleaſeth, Dan. 4+. 17, 25- *Tis alſo obſervable, that theſe our Ac- 
cuſers, who render us Seditious, have very Partially left out the Rea- 
ſon of the afore recited Prophecies ; as © O what cruel Injuſtice and 
&. Tyranny in Civil Governments! O what abominable Superſtitions 
<« and Idolatries have been in ſuppoſed Church-Governments! Ir's a 
« Vexation to the Spirit of the Lord to conſider it ; and the Righte- 
© ous Soul hath long cried and mourned under it: And becauſe of 
& this is the Lord of Heaven and Earth now riſen to overturn, over- 
© turn, Ec. 

And after the Words quoted, theſe are left out, viz. © And he 
« will confound and break down all Tyranny and Oppreſſion under 
« which the Poor have groaned, &c. 

Now obſerve, how Univerſal and Impartial theſe Prophecies were, 
being directed in general, under the Title of a Standard lifted up, and 
an Enſign held forth unto all Nations. 

Now ſuppoſe any one ſhould be. ſtirr'd up to Prophecy againſt any 
King or Prince, in any Nation, where great Perſecution and Oppreſ- 
tion .is upheld or maintain'd, whether in France, or in any other Na- 
tion, or Popifh Countries, were it a good Inference to ſay, It were 4 | 
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Deelerarion dgainſt Kingly Government in general * No ſure: And what 
Prophecies are for Chr:/t*s Kingdom, or the Government of the Lamb ? 
This we muſt own, and that He ſhall Rule the Nations, and He ſhall 
Rule in the midſt of his Enemies, and that the Kingdoms of this World 
ſhall become the Kingdoms of God, and of His Chriſt. Theſe, and 
ſach like, rhe Holy Scriptures do expreſly warrant and teſtifie. 


And to G. F's ſaying, That the Quakers are in the Power of God, 
and in the Authoriry of the Lamb, above all Houſes, and into Houſes creep 
not, but are upon the Throne. Gr. Myſt. p. 31. He meant Spiritualy, 
no doubt, and not Literal, for they are not upon an outward Throne. 
They that ſuffer with Chriſt, ſhall Reign with Him, as Kings and 
Prieſts upon Earth, though their Kingdom be not of this World. 
And it is teſtified, That HE (God) with-draweth not his Eyes from the 
Righteous, but with Kings are they on the Throne, yea, He doth eſtabliſh 
them for ever, and they are exalted, Job 36. 7. 

Again, theſe Adverfaries charge G. W. and G. F. Junior, out of 
Truth Defending the Quakers, Printed 1659. p. 9, 10. with Anſwer- 
ing, That the Magiſtrate, that is ſent of God, he receives the Law fflom 
the Mouth of God, and he is the Prophet whom Moſes ſpoke of, Deurt. 
18. 18. 

We are very wrongfully quoted in this place, for our Words are, 
The Magiſtrate that is ſent of God, and is his Miniſter, he receives the 
Law at the Mouth of God, and hears the Prophet, whom Moſes ſaid, the 
_ ſhould hear in all things, Deut. 18, 18. Ads 3. 22. And what 
Sedition are in theſe Words, Pray, or Blaſphemy either ? ſeeing ,He 
that Rules over Men, muſt be juſt, ruling im the fear of God, 2 Sam. 23. 3. 
And Divine Wiſdom ( which is confelt to be the Eternal Son of God) 
faith, By me Kings reign, and Princes decree Juſtice, Prov. 8. Mult they 
not then receive W:i/dom and Counſel! from Him, who is the Wiſdom 
and Power of God? And if his People mult hear him in Af things, 
how ſhall Matters of Juſt Government be excepted ? 

As to what theſe Men quote againſt us, in their {ixteenth Page, .to 
prove us, the aforeſaid People, Anti-Monarchical, they are very bro- 
ken in their Quotations, with their many ſenſeleſs Daſhes: like the 
Snake in the Graſs, Second Edition, Þ. 220. but varying in the Cita- 
tion of the ſame Paſſage. Theſe Men have the Words, [ Are nor alt 
theſe Elders that will dote ſo much of an Earthly . King.] But the Snake 
has it [ Are not all theſe Chriſtians that will dote ſo much, &c. And both 
leaving out what may more plainly import the Intent of the _

And yet by what's ſo abruptly quoted, his meaning tay be under« 

ſtood. As ſome then Aotins ſo mnch wn an Earthly King to rule over them, as 
Chriſtians he meant no other, butſuch Earthly Kings, as were perſecuting 
Kings, as he mentions Herod, the Kiny,who was mad at the Child Feſus;, ſuch 
Exrthly Kings as would rule over Men's Conſciences; ſuch as the Gen- 
tiles ſet up, and ſich corrupt and wicked Kings as the Holy Prophets 
propheſied againſt, as David, Iſaiab, Ezekiel, and others did ; ſee 
Pſal. 2.2. Pſal. 107. 40. Fob. 12. 21, Ja. 63. 3,6. Jer. q4 9. It's faid 
in Iſaiah 24.21. And it ſhall come to paſs in that day, that the Lord ſhall 
prniſh rhe Hoft of the high Ones, and the Kings of the Earth upon the Earth, 
ſee alſo verſ. 22. and ifai. 30. 33. Tophet 5 ordained of old, yea for the 
King i ts prepared, &c. Vet theſe Prophets were for Good Kings 
at Righteous Governmentz and ſuch Kings were foretold of, who 
ſhould be mmrſing-Fathers, and Oneens murſing-Mothers, Iſai. 49.23.therefore 
theſe were not Ami-momarchical without exception. And I am per- 
ſuaded G. F. never intended to refle& npon any good Kings, or ſuch 
a8 were apainſt Perfecution and Oppreſſion, but againſt ſuch as he 
compares to Herod, who was mad at the Child Jeſws. And we have 
known him ſpeak well, and give good commendation of our preſent 
King, with refpe& to his Moderation and Tendernefs, and the Liber- 
ty of Conſcience in Religious Worſhip owned and granted by 
him. 
When Chriſt told his Diſciples, The Princes of the Gemtiles exerciſe 
Lordfhip over them, but it ſhall not be ſo among you, Matt. 20. 2x5, 26. 
was he therefore an Enemy to Ceſar, as he was accuſed ? No fare, 
he did not thereby preach Sedirior againſt Ce/ar, or the Kings of the 
Gemites, tror diffitade the Chriſtians from thkir dae Tubjetion unto 
them 


We may further obſerve, that thoſe Kings of the Earth, and 
thoſe Great and Mighty Men, and Chiet Captains, &c. who havein- 
curred the wrath of God, and of the Lamb, fo as to hide them- 
ſelves in Dens and itt the Rocks of the Mountains, and to call to 
the Mountatns and Rocks to fall on them, and hide them from the 
face of him that ſitteth on the Throne, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb. Rev.6. 15. Theſe, no doubt, were wicked Kings, who were 
concern'd in this Prophefie. But there's another Propheſie which 
beſpeaks a Great Reformation among the Nations: And the Kings 
of the Earth, when the Nations of them that are faved, ſhall walk 
in the Light of the Holy Ciry of God, and the Kings of the Earth 
bring their Glory and Honour into it, Rev. 21. 24, 26. Therefore all 
Kings are not condemnable, as the wicked are. 
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We have been accnfed to be ove while againſt, another while ſor 
Kingly Government, particularly in a Scandalous Libel, Riled, A Leeter 
to the _ and alſo in the Snake in the Grafs ; to which the follow- 
ing Anſwer was given, which may now ſerve for a General Anſwer 
to theſe Adverſarics, viz. 

« The firſt part of the Charge 1s falſe, as *tis charged on us. For 
« tho” it's true, that ſome were rather ia their judgments for a Com- 
« mon-wealth duly qualified tor the Exſe and Liberty of the People, than 
&« ſach a Aonarchy, that might ( as they ſuppoſed ) be oppreſſive and 
« perſecuting for Conſcience z yet not againſt ſuch a Afonarchy, as is 
« jnſHy qualified for the Good of the People, under which they might 
« enjoy their Liberties and Properties, as Men and Chriſtians ; ſuch 
&« Monarchy and Common-wealth being, not inconſiſtent, as to the good 
« Ends of Government, 1. e. Salus Populi in true Liberty and Property: 
« (Andit's evident, the Common-wealth (or Weal of England) is con- 
< ſiſtent with, andallowed by Monarchy.) But many honeſt Men were 
« in their judgments rather for ſuch a Common-wealth-Government, 
« than an Oppreſſive, Perſecuting Monarchy. And what then ? Did 
<« they ſin againſt God therein ? No: Did they offend againſt Afar, 
« or any Humane Laws thereby ? They are pardoned by divers Att; 
&« of Indemnity, which thoſe Libell;zing Informers maniteſtly violate, 
&« by upbraiding them »ow in ſach Aatters of Srate and Government : 
&« Pray, let this be obſerved. And to obviate further Objeftious of 
&« Prejudice in this Caſe ; ſet Caſe, ſome of our Friends in former days 
« expreſſed their Reſpect to a Repablick, rather than a Adonarchy then, 
<« when they feared, ic would prove more burthenſome ;, and yet, as 
&« Chriſtians, quietly ſubmit to, and acknowledged Monarchy to be ſet 
« up by the Power or Providence of God, when the time came, 
« were they Hypocritical Temporizers therein ? No ſuch matter : They 
« might he conſciencious in bath. As Samxel the Prophet was ia the 
« Caſe of Sal, when he was diſplealed at the Peoples defiring a King 
« and foretold the manner of one, 1 Sam. 8. And yet when God 
« gave them one, he own'd him as the Lord's Annointed, and choſen, 
&« 1 Sem. 10. This is apt to our Purpoſe, ſo far as it is Applicable. 
* Who dare ſay, the Prophet was a Hypocrite, or a Temporizer iu Ci- 
<* ther ? Our Conſtancy and Confidence we place not in Per/ons, but 
&« the Truth, and the thing that is juſt, as. to Governments ; Perſons 
« are mututable, but Tra«th is not : Good Kings and Governments we 
© never oppoſed. And tho' we like not bad ones, we have always 
« heen true and conſtant to the Dotrine of Non-Refifftance and 
« Paſſive Tbedience ; And our Patient and Deep Sutterings by 1m- 
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<& mriſenments and Spoil, &c. under the various Revolutions of Govern- 
< ment, till of late have ſufficiently cleared us from the Infamous 
< Charge of Hypocritical Temporizers, &c. moſt unjuſtly and malict- 
© onſly caſt upon.us. Thus far the ſaid Anſwer. 

Tis farther obſervable, that theſe Men's notifying the Quakers in 
their Margents, as againſt Kingly Government, againſt the Horfe of 
Lords, againſt the Houſe of Commons, againit Judges, Juſtices and Cor- 
ſtables, againſt Lawyers and againſt Lords of Mamors ( as ia their p.15, 
tO-P. 20.) They ſhould rather have added, and againſt Coverozes 
Perſecuting Prieſts;, but this they have omitted in their Margent, as 
they .have left out many other things in their Citations, which touch 
themſelves to the quick. 

And if the whole Tenure and Intent of thoſe Writings, lamely 
and partially quoted by them, were ſeriouſly read and duly conſidered, 
it would appear, that it was the Corruption of thoſe Places and Offices 
That was ſtruck at, rather than the Places themſelves, conſidered in 
their firſt Inſtitution. Who can ſay, that there was never Monarchy, 
nor Houſe of Peers, nor Houſe of Commons, nor Judges, Juſtices or 
a= Corrupted ? W hoſe Corruptions formerly occaſioned a Zeal to 
ariſe in ſome to reprehend and teſtifie againſt them. 

What they quoted againſt G. F. in p. 17. To the Parliament of the 
Common-wealth of England for ſelling Ab5y-Lands and Glebe-Lands gi- 
ven to the Prieſts, that they might be given to the Poor, &C. and above 
7000. Ouakers declaring againſt the Miniſtry, that take Tythes ;, 1 ſup- 
poſe this moſt touches and offends ſome Prieſts concerned; *tis terri- 
tying to them to think ſuch a conſiderable People ſhould be ſo averſe 
to their Self-Irtereſt, their making ſuch Trade and Gain of Preaching. 
This, (I warrant you ) comes more near them, than Adviſing to ſcll 
Whte-Hall, &c. for Alms-Houſes, for all the Blind and Lame to be 
there, &c. (as they quote the words) which was in the Common- 
 Wealth's days. It ſeems G. F. was more for the Charitable Uſe of 
ſuch Places in thoſe days, than for the Proud and Voluptuous to ex- 
alt themſelves, and make their Neſts in them. 

As to what they quote agaiaſt G. Fox, Jun. out of his Works, Re- 
printed 1665. (p. 87,88.) I need not 1aliſt upon it, - it being occaſi- 
onally firſt. writ 1g the time of the Common Wealth's Government, and 
related to Parliaments, then choſen by the Voices of the People, that 
is, ſuch People, as did not truly delire the good of God's People ( as 
he faith) and ſuch as were Coverows, oppreſſing Men, who oppreſſed the Poor 
( where vox Populi, was not vox De: ) he writes againſt their having 
tize only Power to chuſe Law-makers ;, and alſo againſt the great Corrup- 

tions

tions aad unwarrantable means uſed for the Chojre of Repreſentatives in 
thoſe days; and which in theſe days often wants Reforming in di- 
vers places, as the Yotes of Parliament have frequently ſhewn. Cer- 
tainly G. F. Jun. had an honeſt intent in what he'writon this ſubjet ; 
which impartially. read alrogether, looks a great deal hetter, and far 
more Innocent, than theſe Carpers and Pickers make of' it, by their 
picking out here and there Piecesand Patches, and' leaving out what 1s 
moſt plain and explanatory of the intent of the whole, and that juſtly 
touches and affets themſelves : As where (under the ſame Head) G. F. 
faith, | 

« It hath been the Complaint of the Sobereſt and Honeſteſt Men in 
« ſeveral Counties, when they ſhould have choſen Parliament-Men, 
« that they could not Chuſe fuch a Man, as, they judged, would act

And G. F. further faith, © Secing the great Oppreſſors of the Land 
« ('viz.) Preiſts and Lawyers, and the great Wicked, Covetous, Perſe- 
« cuting Men, are ſo much concerned in the chuſing them ; fo that if 
« Parliaxzents fo choſen ſhould continye, the i le of the Lord are not 
« like to be ſet free from their Oppreſſon (tho” Parliaments and Rulers 
« have been made to do many good things by a Power which many 
« of them ſcarce knew.) I dare Appeal to any Judicious obſerving 
Perſons, whether thelike Corruptions are not. too frequently uſed in this 
Nation ? |

As again they quote News coming out of the-North, which was Print-. 
ed.in the Year, 1655. Þ. 18, The paſſage which they quote, is under 


that; Head, which is direted Ta the Heads of this Nation, and all the 
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Dominions of the Earth, and to all who are under the Dominion of the Earth- 
ly Powers, Nations and Kingdoms, every where in all the World. To all you 
Kings, Princes, Dukes, Rulers, Judges, Juſtices, &C. 

Now obſerve the general extent of this DireQtion, and what theſe 
Men partially quote, and pick out, and patch together, to render us 
Seditious and Obnoxious. The Words quoted agaialſt us are theſe,v:z. 
« Dreadful is the Lord, and Powerful, who is coming in his Power, 
© to execute true Judgment upon all you Jdges, and to change all 
« your Laws, ye Kings, and all you Rulers muſt down and ceaſe; 
« And all you Underling-Officers, which have been as the Arms of 
<« this great Tree, which the Fowls have lodged under all your 
< Branches muſt be cut down ; for you have been all the Fruithkeſs 
©« Branches grown on thc Fruitleſs Tree. Page 20. Sing all ye Saiats, 
« and Rejoice, clap your Hands, and be glad, for the Lord Jehovah 
« will Reign, and the Government ſhall be taken from you, pretend- 
« ed Rulers, Judges and Juſtices, ers and Conſtables; all this Tree 
© muſt be cut down, and Jeſus Chriſt (x added) will rule alone, with 
more words quoted backward aud forward, p. 19g. 

Now obſerve, theſe (though many illuſtrating Paſſages be left ont) 
being writ in the Year 1655. we may appeal to the whole Nation, 
whether that TREE of the then Government in England, with the 
Branches thereof, hath not been cxt down, and removed, and wherher 
God's over-ruling Power and Providence, was not concerned therein, 
and in the various Revolutions ſince ? And the reſt that concerns other 
Dominions, Earthly Powers, Nations, and Kingdoms, With the Kings and 
Princes thereof, who dare determine, that ſuch Propheſies, as concern 
them, may not come to paſs, and be further fulfilled ? And alſo what 
theſe Men have left out in their ſaid Quotation, after the Words , 
* [To change all your Laws ye Kings] The Lord alone he will place 
© the Law 1a People's Hearts, who 1s the Everlaſting Law-giver,

Fph. 5. 4, 5- and ch. 4. 31. and James 1. 21. 
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They further Charge £4. Burroughs, p. 501. for ſaying, © We 

« 4 Witnneſſtss agamſt Pay; mis Cu, Judges, Thſbicer, who 
© make or execute Law3'in their ov Wit, 'over the Conſciences of 
« Men, or puniſh for Conſcience ftke; and to ſuch we' cannot yield 
_ Obedience. | And here they corrouptly add an &c.] printed in 
1659. 
Ob/. here, Where is the Offexce in theſe words ? Would theſe Meu 
have the Conſciences of Chriſtians ſubje& to obey all Laws made in 
the Wills of Superiors, (and that 'over Conſcience too?) We 
though they had allowed this approved Exception, #. e.

As to what they Charge G. F. To rhe Partiamment of the Common Wealth 
of England, PS: reflefting on their Coif-men and feveral forts of Lawyers 
about their Fees, Gr. I any Lawyers now be offended thereat, we 
leave them to plead their own Cauſe, if they can ; and Lords of Man- 
nors to be kind to their Tenants, and Charitable and Generous to the 
Poor, as all Rich Men eſpecially ought 'to be: And let none of the 
Lawyrrs (when warned againſt Covetouſneſs) refle&, as one of the 
Lawyers did againft 0. thus ſaying, thou Reproacheſt #: alſo, 
Luke 11. 45. but read Chriſt's anſwer, ver/. 46. 

It may be obſerved by all ſerious Readers, how apt theſe our Ad- 
yerſaries are to pervert and make an itt ufe of matters well intead- 
ed, and innocently deſigned accordingyto our Chriſtian Principle, 


as 
Upon a Declaration from the People of God' ( called Quakers) again all 
. Plotters and Fighters, &c. preſented to K. Charles II. 1660. they have 
made this perverſe note againft us in their Margent (p. 20.) viz, 
Which Government that they might not ſupport, they declare agazpſt" the uſe 
of the Carnal Weapon, in 1660. of Jen 

Which is a falſe Conſtruction and Perverſion of the ſaid Declaration, 
for it was not written with any ſuch intent ; witneſs our Contribut- 
ing our Proportions and full Shares towards the ſupport of the Civil 
Government, both in Taxes and Cuſtoms. So much of the Declaration, as 
they have quoted, follows, : viz. * All Bloody Principles and Practi- 
« ces, We, as to our own Particulars, do utterly deny, with all --

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« ward Wars, and Sift, and Fightings, with outward Weapons for 
« any end, or under any pretence whatſoever : And this is our Te- 
« ſtimony to the whote Wortd. And we do certainly know, and

Now let it be farther obſerved, that notwithſtanding this Inno-. 
cent and Chriſtian Declaration againſt or uſe of che Carnal Wea- 
pon; theſe Adverſaries make another Marginal Wore to the contrary, 
upon Sam. Fiſher's Meſſage from the Lord to O. Cromwel and the Parlia- 
ment of England, printed 1656. and in his works, Re-printed 1579. 
P- 19, 20. after the note againſt the uſe of the Carnal Weapon, their 
other note is [| Although none before ſo much for it as they.) Their 
proof is S. F's ſaid Meſſage, which they have thereby greatly pervert- 
ed, to render us Seditious and Danperous to the Government, as their 
Title imports : Whereas, S. EF. writ the faid Meſſage, in the name of 
the Lord, agreeable to what God's Holy Prophets have formerly fore- 
told : He faith,

alſo is according to Rev. 20. 4, 5. and to Day. 7. 18, 27. and to PſA. 2.

& es into their Mouth, and a two-edged Sword into their hands, and 
&« they ſhall Execute Vengeance upon the Heathen, and Puniſhments

Thus far S. F's Meſſage recited, agreeable to plain Scripture, P/al. 
149- 5, 6, 7, 8 9. pleaſe to read itat large, 

Surely, theſe Perſons, who ſtumble ar ſuch Adeſſages, and would 
make us Criminal for ſuch Propheſies, naderſtand not the Voices of: the. 
crue Prophets : They take things literally, which are na" 
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and Spiricually intended ; as that of the Two-edged Sword; they put 
Sword in Capital Letters to make People believe, that none before 
1550. were ſo much for the Uſe of the Carnal Weapon, as the People called 
Ouakers, according to their faid Note ; as if they ſuppoſed it muſt 
nzeds be a Carnal Sword, the Quakers are minded to make Uſe of, 
when they can have anopportuaity ; tho” their patience and long-ſuf- 
fering, (under various Perſecutions, and Severities, and Revolutions ) 
have ſufficiently proved the contrary. But if the Saints Two-edped 
Sword, mention'd Pſal. 149. 6. muſt be taken for an Outward, Mate- 
Tial or Carnal Sword, why not the Rod of Iron, wherewith the Sz of 
God ſhall break the Heathen, { Pſal. 2.9. ) for an outward material 
Rod of Iron or Steel ? But theſe Perſons might have better conſidered 
the point in a Spiritual Senſe, that there is another ſort of Rod or 
word, than that Outward, Material one of Iron or Steel, There is 
the Rod of his Mouth, ( 1. e. of Chriſt's Mouth ) Iſa. 11. 4. Ont of his 
Mouth went a ſharp Two-edged Sword, Rev. 1. 16. There is the Sword of 
the Spirit, which is the Word of God, which the Saints took unto 
them, Eph. 6.17. And he hath made my mouth like a ſharp Sword, Iſa. 
49.2. Therefore have 1 hewed them by the Prophets, I have ſlain them 
by the words of my Mouth, Hoſ. 6.5. So that there's both the Rod, 
the Sword, hewing and ſlaying, as well as binding, Myſtically and Spi- 
ritually ſpoken of by the Holy Prophets, Chriſt and his Apoſtles. 
Theſe things are hinted for better information, and moderating theſe 
our Adverſaries ; and that their Hearers may not be influenced with 


their Arger againſt us. : 
As to what they quote in Þp.21. Firſt ſome broken pieces out of 


ſomething they call The Quakers Declaration to Oliver, and our of 


Geor. Rofe's Book, Entitled, Jhe Righteouſneſs of God, and ſomething 
to Cromwell. in't ; theſe rw I have not : Bug in ſhort may ſay thus much, 
that Oliver, and his Officers , and Army had a day and Power given 
them, and were a Dread ( for a time) to their Adverfaries, (when the 
one was for ſeeking, God in Prayer, and the other for Swearing, 
Curling and Damaing, &c.) But they (i.e. 0. C. &c. ) loſt their Power 
and Day, through their Abuſe of it : W hich was plainly told them, and 
their downfal as plainly foretold them by G. F. E. B. and divers others of 
our Friends. Theſe are Matters of Fatt; lam not concern'd to vindicate 
them, or their Fm of Government : The Lord has laid them alide, who 
15 00 Reſpetter of Perſons ; nr doth he accept the Perſons of Princes, Job 3.4.19. 

As to what they quote out of a Letter, direted To the Council of 
Officers of the Army ; 'and out of a Declaration wrote by E. B. im the 
Na'ne of the Quakers, and ſubſcribed by ſeveral of the Principal T.caders 
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of them, ( as theſe Men ſay) Printed 1659. —— 1 ſhall- forbear Com- 
menting upon theſe forementioned yſtarces in their 21ſt and 22d pages, 
they being in Subſtance fully anſwered in a Book of mine, Intitled, 
Chriſt's Lambs defended from Satan's Rage, ( Printed 1691. being firlt 
writ in the Year 1677. ) particularly 1a p. 19, 20, 21, 22, 23. and in 
many other places throughuut that Book, as in. P. 34, 35, 36, 37, &Cc. 
where the ſaid Declaration, in particular, with the import of the 
foregoing is fully ſpoke to, and Objefions, explained. 

To their other Marginal Note, ( p. 22.) viz. And may reaſſume it 
again, when they ſhall judge it meet. The Antecedent of this Norte I 
underſtand to G their foregoing two Margent-notes ( p. 20. ) which 
three Notes joined together run thus, viz. which Government, that they

ftributed and ſpent ? Tho' we have free and voluntary Colleions in 
our Monthly and Quarterly Meetings for the Charitable Supply and 
Relief of the Poor and Indigent among us, that they may not be Char- 
geable or Burdeaſome to our Neighbours of other Perſuaſons, nor to 
the Pariſhes whereia they dwell. Thus we relieve our own Poor, and 
alſo pay our ſhare ( or Proportions ſeverally ) to other Poor of the 
reſþeQive Patifhes and Places where onr Friends inhabit. Arid now 
as Weare a People, we muſt needs have divers Charges upon us, as 
-Owr Poors Rents, and charge of Meeting-Houſes, Rents and Reparations 1 
many - Places. As alſo for the neceſſary Supply and Relief of our 
Friends, when impoveriſhed or difabled under, or by excream Suffer- 
ing atd Diſtreſs in this, or other Conatries, as in Ireland when they 
had greatly ſuffered by reaſon of the late War ; aud of late in Scor- 
land, where in divers parts they have wanted Bread and Subſiſtence, 
through the late Years great Failing of their Harveſts : And alſo 
for the Relief of our Friends, who have been for many Years Cap- 
Uves 1n Algiers, Macqueneſs and Sally under ſore and miſerable Hard- 
ſhips and Extremities, whereby mary have loſt their Lives. | : 

Upon theſe and other Occaſions and Neceſſities relating to our fuf- 
fering Friends and Brethren, our Friends in this Nation, who are 
iCapable, have been free and willing without any Compulſion tocon- 
tribute their Chriſtian Aſſiſtance, Cheritable and Neceſſary Supplies, 
and accordingly Diſtributions have been made thereof purſuant to 
theſe good and neceſſary Ends : So that we have no Fund of Inyrove- 
ment, nor any Tax impoſed by any of our Afeetings, but the neceſſary 
'Occafiors tenderly recommended in the Love of God in theſe Matcers, 
atd accordingly tefr to every ones free Liberty, "as God fhall incline 
their Hearts toconfider the Poor and Needy, and Diftreſſed, &c. Aud 
if theſe 'our Accuſers who ſeek 'to-Feulow anit Criminate us -in theſe 
matters, were charitably diſpoſed, as Chriſtians, they would not 
render us Criminal, Dangerons or Setlitious' for. fach Religious As 
or ron! Chtihuaity. 'But wonkd better confider'the Primucrve 
ans Pradtice in ſach Caſes, than to miſfepreſent -our Mectings 
(w | ſach Chriſtian Care is taken ) as oppoſite to the Govern- 
ment. This Savours rank of an Uncharitable Perfecating Spirit, as 
their long 2arginal-Note on p. 22, 23. doth, ' beginning with-theſe 
words —— They have a Government within rhe Goveenment; independant 
from'it, aud wy fo it. KIWI CH = e 

_ This is like Fudas and the Priefts, and the Falſe Winreſſes againſt 
Chriſt to make him an Enemy to Ceſar; thus they would make us, 
the *Pebple of God; called” Quakers, greatly obnoxions, (as if we 

pro- 
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promoted Regworn in Rogno, not only Independent, 'but Oppoſite to 
the: Civil Government, -which' none of our Medtin s-are, heing all 
Peaceable and Innocent, both for the Worſhip of Almighty God, 
and Service of - one _— 3n +rue Chien Love, in order to 

romote the real Prafice of Piety, Chriſtianity, and true Religion among 
Log as a People, anQ}- toi res the re ( as muck & in ws'lies, 
by Weaving agd due Admonition, againſt all diſorderly, looſe Cori- 
verſation, Unmorality and Profanenefs, tending to the Scandal of 
our Holy Profeſſion. And for fuch -good Ends there were Helps in 
Government, in the 4rue -Churdh, 1 -Cor. 12. 28. and all 4n Subjecion 
to Chriſt; Government, who 'is Head and Law-giver ' to His Church, 
and upon whoſe Shoulders the Governmentis laid: And this is ngt 
oppaſite to the Grill Government in the Nation, neither hath the King, 
the Government, or 'the Nation, ever ſuſtained any Hurt or Prejudice 
by theſe our Meetings, or by the-Chriſtian Care or Service-thereof; 
and their be Mombly, Quarterly, and Tearly, is for conveniency'of 
the Times, -and due Notice, -and int #6 wiſe to -Confront the Govern- 
ment, no -more 'then -onr #f-Days, and Weelly nary for our 
Meetings are —_ upheld:in-the Name of the Lord, torhis Wor- 
ſhip and Service, and have accordingly beea manifeſt theſe many 
Years, under the various Revolutions of Government ;, and - we hope we 
Jhall:in the Name of the Lord -Jeſus Chriſt, ſtand for, and-innoceptl 
Vindicate'-our 'Chrifttan and Juſt Liberty -therein, againft this Perſe- 
emting Spirit, "which ujjnftly ſeeks to Influence Authority againſt us, 
andU-our Religious Exerciſe in the Pra&tice of-our-Chriſtian Religion. 
But bleſſed be the Lord, who, by his Pawer hath better inclin'd the 
King and:Government-to'Moderatjon-and Gentleneſfs towards all their 
Peaceable-and Serviceable People. 

As we do-not-aſſume to our ſelves a-Government or Dominion aver 
our 'People, or their Faith, nor place a Supremacy or 'Headſhip in 
Perſons or Aſſemblies, but *in Jeſus Chriſt qur Head and Governopr ; 
ſo-we'know 10 ſuch Supream Aſſembly among us, as gives Laws, and makes 
Orders, for the Government of our People, and ſuppreſſing Books writ againſt 
» (as-is fallly ſuggeſted) we 'know no {ach Supremacy or Dominion 


exerciſed among -us, though we have Chriſtian Aſſemblies, both 


| mn particular, held only in the Name and*Power of Chriſt 
Jeſus. 

Neither have-we our Laws apd Orders for:the Government of our Peo- 
ple to make 'by Aſſemblies; but to ſee thoſe put, in. praftice, which 
Chriſt our Head and Law-giver hath taught us, and revealed to his Ser- 
vants, and that agreeable to the Holy —_— of Trath, and no ways 

inju- 
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injurious to the outward Government. But for the. promoting of Truth 
and Righteouſneſs in the Earth, and as Fellow-helpers in Chriſt, pro- 
'voking one ahother to Love and Good Works. 
And as for Paſſing Cenſure upon Offenders,: {0 did; the Primitive Chri- 


ſtians. 

rr what” have they againſt Paſſing Cenſure: upon Offenders? Why 
may we not,' as a Chriſtian Society, Cenſure Offenders, and Dsſorderly 
Walkers, and ſuch as cauſe Diviſions and Offences, contrary to the Do- 
Arine of the Goſpel ? It is evident the Primitive Chriſtian. Churches 
did both Inſtrutt, Exhort, Reprove, Rebuke and Reje. 

Theſe our Perſecutors over and . over twit us with-a, Fund rai/ed 

in.all Conyties by way of Calleftion : . This their falſe pretence of a Fund 
is ſpoke to and deteRted already, As for what is P eonp (as they ſay) 
the Diſpoſal thereof is neither Order'd nor Govern'd by our Second 
Days Meeting (as is very falfly related) nor is the Mony fo Coltetted, 
for Sripends wr our Teachers, that is groſly falſe alſo: we have no 
Mercenary Teacbers for Stipends ag Wayes,nor among us Attendants npon 
the Houſes of Perliament, that have: Money, either; of that which is 
Colke&ted, or any other, for Attending, as is alſo falſly. Þſmuared. 
For thoſe among us, that Attend the Parliament, do it Gratss, and free- 
ty, as to their own Labour and Time. | 

As for the Maintenazce of the Poor, .and thoſe that are impoveriſhed, 
and made Indigent orNeceſſitows, either by any Calamity befallen them,or 
through great Sufferings and Oppreſſions for Conſcience ſake. *Tis not 
meet they ſhould ſtarve for want, but be Miaiſtred unto for their ne- 
ceſſary Relief. 

All our Charitable Contributions and Colleftions for theſe good Ends 
as afore-mentioned, are warrantable, and warranted by the Primi- 
tie Chriſtians Pratice : See Rom. 15. 26. For it hath pleaſed them of Ma- 
cedonia and Achaia, to make a certain Contribution for the poor Saints which 
are at Jeruſalem. See alſo 1 Cor. 16. 1, 2, 3. Now concerning the Col- 
teition for the Saints, as I have given order to the Churches of Galatia, even 
fo do.ye. Upon the firſt day of the Week, let every one of you lay by him in 
ſtore, as Gad hath proſpered him, that there be no Gatherings when 1 come. 
And when I come, whomſoever you ſhall approve by your Letters, them will 
1 ſend to bring your Liberality to Jeruſalem, See alſ0.2 Cor. chap. 8. how 
Pal commendeth their abounding in Contribution to the Saints. And 
chap. 9. How he ſtirreth them up to-a Bountifulneſs in that caſe, See 
alſo Pſal. 112, g.: and Pſal. 4.1. 1. and Heb. 6. 10. for the Saiats 
[ncouragement in that Afiniſtration.

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Now therefore the Invidious Deſign of theſe Men in their falſe 
Noiſe of the _ Fund, and ſupporting of their Government therc- 
by, to render them Obnoxious, Dangerous or Seditious, the Rightcous 
Judge of all (who knows our Innocency) will Judge theſe, and ſuch 
unjult Infinuations and Invectives, and to Him we commit our nno- 
cent Cauſe, who hath hitherto helped us, and ſtood by us, and in Him 
we Confide, and doubt not He wyl plead our Cauſe. 

As to G. Keith's Book, called, The - pretended Yearly Meeting of the 

uakers, their Nameleſs Bull of Excommunication, Printed 1695, out ot 
which theſe Prieſts take a large Citation, in their 22, 23, 24 Pagcs-- 
I ſhall not need to inſiſt upon it, nor upon his Envious Compariton,, 
between the way taken by our faid Yearly Meeting, and the Spaniſh In- 
quiſition, but refer the Reader to Tho. Eltposd's Anſwer to G. K. I[1- 
tituled, Truth Defended, and the Friends thereof Cleared from the Jae 
Charges, foul Reproaches, and envious Cavils caſt upon them, by G.K. trom 
P. 59+ £0 P. 64, &Cc. 

As to the Door of our Yearly Meeting being kept by ſome Perſon or Per- 
ſons, this (we hope) is no Offence in it ſelf, whatever theſe Perſons, 
or their Tool, F. B. would make of it, the Door not being lock'd, 
barr'd, or bolted, as prohibited. *Tis meet ſuch Doors ſhould be at- 
tended in ſuch a Populous City, to prevent diſorderly Þrrruders, and 
Buſi-bodies ; and I think no Civ Socrety, who have the neceſſary con- 
cerns thereof to Inſpe, will be offended at ſuch Arrendance and C:re 
at the Doors, For why ſhould Iztraders or. Buſie-bodies be admitted, 
to gratifie their meer Curioſities, or evil Eye, or to. meddle ia other 
Peoples Afﬀairs, which concern them not? The Care of our Poor, 
and of the Lives and Converſations of thoſe amoag us, lies upon us, 
and not upon others, who are not of us, or our Society. 

As to our Teſtimony againſt Tyrhes,. and forc'd Maintenance of a 
Miniſtery, C&c. "tis no new Teſtimony among us, but what we have 
believed to be a Chriftian Teſtimony ever ſince we were a People, as 
did divers of the Martyrs, and of the belt Reformers, in their Day 
and Time ;z witnels John Wickliff, Will. Swinderby, Walter Brute, Will. 
Thorp, the Bohemians, with others mentioned in the Book of Aartyrs, 
who did bear Teſtimony againſt Tythes, and Compelled Maintenance, 
and other Corruptions of the Popiſh Clergy: This their Teſtimony 
againſt Tythes, ia the Goſpel Times, was made a principal Article 
againſt them by the Papilſts ; as more largely appears in the Firſt /- 
lumn of Martyrs, in the Reiga of Richard II. Henry IV. and Henry V. 
And eſpecially Wil. Thorp, in his Examinatian before the Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury, gives an ample Teſtimony againſt Tyrhes, and the Pride 
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of ns Lone yes old: Law'for T; RR —_— by Chriſt. He ex- 

y tells the Arch-Biſhop, viz. © Prisftis, that mall challenge or 
2 Tyrhes, deny thin Chrift & come ix the Fleſh, and! dv the Priefts ,

And as to our Caution (to thofe'concerned among us.) againſt

her be Offenfive, nor deem'd Seditions, by any Moderate or Inge- | 
nuons: Perſons. | 

And for the Care of onr Afeeting, to have Recwak of the Swfſerings of 
aw Friends for Conſcience fake duly gather:d, rruly ennered and: kopt,, 8&0: 

Snch Caution was alſo honeſt and: juſt, but ſich Records are not in- 
tended ro render the Governours and Government odious for Perſecution to 
Pofterity, as it is now unjuſtly notedaygainft us, in their 25 Page, with- 
out making any diſtinQion' Between. the pt [favoprable'Gournment, 
and thoſe under which we have fortelp Wibrod ſevere Phrſerarions:;

And as to the Author to'Satar Difrob*d; p81. quoted his Iaforming,

But this is not the firſt Afper/ion, that the faid Author of the Snake, 
and Saran Diſpob'd, hath uujafly caſt upon us. 

What they quote againſt - F. B. in his Works, p. 273. under the

Now, 
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Now, tho* I may not undertake to Viadicate all thoſe Expreſſions, 
or the next following, yet the words: [| k: many Reſpetts ] which theſe 
Men have left our, do fo far help the matter, and explain his mean- 
She and intention, as not to compare the then Swfferings of the Lord's 
People in every reſpett,. or in all reſpetts, to the Sufferings in the Days of 
— or his Apoſtles, or in Queen Mary's Days, but in many reſpetts. 
And thoſe Reſpeits E. B. partly explains in the ſame, aad in the next 
Paragraph, viz. ; 

As Þrft, © The Martyrs in Queen 's days, had more juſt Exa- 
© mination and. Proſecution in Law, than the People of God have 
* now ; for now ſome of the Magiſtrates in England calt Men into Pri- 
* ſon, and:confine them, and caule their Goods to be ſpoiled withour 
* any Law, or'the-due Execution of a Law. 

Secondly, *® Herein: it doth appear to exceed the Suffering of the 
& Samts 1 former Age, in that many Suffer now cruel Things, about 
* Trivial, Fooliſh, Matters, as for ot putting off the Hat, or for 
® Theeing (i. e. Thoxing )) Men, (and alſo tor denying Swearing.) We 
* do-not read that the worſt of Tyarts ia the Apoſtles Days, or be- 
« fore;. or ſince, ever cauſed any to fafter for Such: things as theſe, 
« or ever queſtioned any upon ſuch ſmall Accounts ; for Hundreds 
<« have ſuffered upon Suſpicion, when nothing at all can be charged a- 
« gainſt them : And this is contrary to Magna Charta, And in many 
&« orher reſpetts ( which might be named ) chis ſuffering is greater, thau 
« hath beenin any Age. Thus E.-B, explains himſelf. 

And further to ſhew the greater I2juſtice of ſuch Perſecution, under 
the then Common Wealth, in 1657. he gives this Reaſon, © Becauſe Li- 
« berry of Conſcience in the Exerciſe of Religion, was never ſo much 
« promiſed and profeſſed, as in this Nation at this day ; and yet for 
« the Exerciſe of a pure Conſcience, many are Wofid Sufferers, even 
&* by ſach, who in words profeſs Liberty of Conſcience themſelves, &c. 
This was under the Common Wealth's Government, in 1657. 

Andas to the following quoted againſt E. B. viz. © What was done 
&« to Chriſt or the Apoſtles, was chiefly done by a Law, and in a great 
&% part by the due Execution of a Law, &c. 

' Now according to E. B's own Explication, his words ſhould run 
thus, viz. © The Swfferiag of the People of God, in may reſpetts, in 
« this Age, is greater, and more Extraordinarily Arbitrary, than in 
© the days of Chriſt or his Apoltles, and more Unjuſt ( that is) on 
<« their parts, who profeſled Ziberry of Conſcience, and knew better 
<« than the: Ignorant Perſecwors in the days of Chriſt, and his Apo- 
« ftles. For E. B. in 1657. and in p. 337. tells them-then of the 
© Peg- 


*. 
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People of God being perſecuted by many of the Rulers, Prieſts and 
People, ſent to Priſon, and Baniſh'd out of Towns, and Whipe and 
Beaten, ſcorn'd and revil'd, that the ſame things were done- to the 


Apoltes,and to the Servants of the Lord ; which (faith he) are now; * 


dorntunto the People of God, &c. So that the one was as unjuſt in .it 
{elf -as the other. 

I confels ( tho? E. B. wasa Man truly inſpired with the Spirix of 
God and of Propiefs and endued with Heavenly Gifts above many of 
bs Years, being but a Young Man; ) yet he was not fo skilled in Law- 
rerms, as to expreſs himſelf therein altogether free from Exception. 
Fur inſtead of [' due Execntion ] It ſhould rather have been [. by a 
Regular or Judicial Procedure ] he intending, as to Form or Order of 
Law, tho” the ſufferings of the People of God, both in the days of 
Chrilt and his Apoſtles, and in Queen Mary's, were very unjuſtly in- 
ficted upon them, and with far greater Barbarities and Cruelties un- 
to Death, than in the Common-wealth's days in Old England. Bur 


in New England ſome were cruelly Whipt, and others unjuſtly put to: 


Death: And in the Vallies of Piedmont in 1655. Aforland's Hiſtory 
gives account (inthe Year 1658.) of the Lamentable Cruelties, Barba- 
rities and Tortures many of thoſe People ſuffered unto death. 

But as to this ſaid Charge againſt E. B. I have ſufficiently anſwered, 
and clear'd the matter, as on our parts and ſufferings, over and over 
to F. Bugg, as in the Quakers Vindication againſt Bugg's Calummies in 
one Sheer, Þ. 2. and my Sober Expoſtulation, p. 63, 64, 65, 66, But in- 
Fead-of taking any Serious Notice thereof, he frequently repeats the 
fame Charge with his Additions, Scoffs and Perverſions. As in his 
Poſtfcripr, (ſubjoned to theſe Three Norfolk-Prieſts Brief Diſcovery) \P- 28, 
he has a fling at us about it after his flouting, fallacious way of wri- 
ting, in theſe words, This your Prophet and Son of Thunder, in his Works, 
P. 273. tells the World, that the ſufferings of the Quakers are greater, 
yea, aud more unjuſt too, than the ſufferings in the days of Chriſt, his 
Apoſtles and Martyrs ;, yea, all the Ten Perſecutions by your Dottrine, were 
nothing to the Quakers ſufferings. 

Now, what a notorious and horrid Lie and Perverſion this is upon 
as, F. B. himſelf cannor be ignorant, how I have anſwered him two 
or three times over to the contrary in this point. 

To their quoting Jeſ. Wyerh in his Primitive Chriftianty, p. 6. af- 
ſerting © Our Principles are. now no other, than what they were, 
« when we were firſt a People, for Truth changes not. 

And alſo for Concluſiva, they quote G. Whitehead in his Brief Re- 
:4rks on T. C's Book, annext to the Conmrerfeir Convert, Printed 1694,

P. 72. ſaying, 1 my ſee cauſe otherwiſe to word the matter, and yet our 
Intentions be the ſame. 

To the firſt 1 ſay, Theſe Men have not convicted us of any ſuch 
Change of vur Principles, from what they were, when firſt we were a 
People, as they would jnfinuate, as if we were changed to ſuch Con- 
feſſwons of Faith as ſeem much more agreeable to the Word of God, and 
more Conformable to the Church of England than formerly, as in their 
Margent,, p. 26, 27. And yet theſe Men do now more hidiouſly 'ex- 
claim againſt us,, as blaſphemous and ſeditions, than ever they did before. 
Now, when ( in their Eſteem) we are far more Orthodox than at 
firſt in. our Principles. But they will needs have it, that they bave juſt 
Canſe to. diſtruſt theſe our Profeſſions, as being deſign'd to ſerve a Turn, 
becauſe we are far from diſowning our ancient Books ( as they ſay) in 
which theſe Blaſphemies are contained, Margent Note, p. 27. )' So they 
conclude all Blaſphemies they have quoted out of our Books againſt us: 
but; we want Proof ſtill of this great and loud C:arge. And they have 

ven no- clear Deſnicion of our Principles, nor diſtinguiſh'd Prinaiples 

rom .the Circumſtance of Words, Expreſſions and Arguments, which 
may be variouſly given in defence of the ſame Principles But which 
is worſe, give their partial, broken, mangled and perverted Quotati- 
ons for our 7 and perhaps an Unapt Expreſſion or two, pickt 
up out of Good Matter. And the main Things or Principles where- 
in we have all along, even. from the firſt chiefly differed from many 
of the Clergy, are theſe, viz. 1ſt Our ſincere belief of the True Urim 
and Thummim, the Light and Perfeftion : And 2dly. Our Chriſtian 
Teſtimony. againſt Tyrhes, forced maintenance, and Perſecution, ( toge- 
ther with Popiſh Ceremonies aud Superſtitions, not yet purged out, ) 
as inconſiſtent with Chriſt's free Miniſtry, concerning which we are 
manifeſtly the very ſame in Principle and Perſuaſion we were. from the 
Beginning. 

To the 2d part (quoted againſt me) I have already anſwered; 
there may be various manners of wordins and expreſſing the ſame mat- 
ter, and yet our Intentions bs the ſame. As where I explain my 
Friends Meaning: and Intentions 5. be agreeable ro mine, and more 
fully diſtinguiſh and clear it acco:(ling to the Harmony of his other 
Concurrent Paſlages, in the ſame aud other Books ; as ſometimes in 
theſe precedent Objervarions. 

As to Bugg's Poſtcript, "tis 3c: rding to his other Scribles,  Falſhood; 
and Feers frequently repeated, 1nd moſtly anſwered in the foregoing 
Obſervations, and other Anſwers of mine: He is fo full of T autologies, 
Repetitions of the ſame Falſhoods, Boaſtings, Scoffing and Flonting ; he-- 
ginning: 
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fianing and ending with Falſhoods, as obſer ving us trwerous about their 
Petition, and that we make the World believe we fear Perſecution, Be- 
cauſe we have endeavoured to prevent this, and ſome Priefts endea- * 
vours { tending thereto againſt us) to Anthority ; -this has diſquietetl - 
him and them. And therefore ro be revenged, he repeats his old 
detefted Lies and Calumnies againſt ns, as that we call che Scriptures, 
Serpent”s Meat, Bealtly WWare, 8&c. with many more ahominable Lies, 
ſince often told of the ſame, yet perſiſts therein Uke a 'Hardned 
'Wretch ; ſo that it is not worth the whitle to fpend much more time 
in tracing the Crooked Steps of 'fack a Hamay Agent, who gives |,

This is a notorious Calumny, and the Contrary publickly teſtified by 
us (as a People) for our owning and obeying Magiſtracy as God's 
Ordinance, and by our peaceable Converſation and Submiſſion to Autho- 
rity, ever ſince we were a People. And I cannot ſee what Offence 
can be in theſe words, It is God's proper Right to give Laws unto Man, 
ſeeing *tis by his Divine Wiſdom, that Kings Reign, arid Princes Decree 
Juſtice, Prov. 8. 15. The other Paſſages recited under this i 3th Head 
are alſo anſwered in the Firſt Part. 


XIV. Of the Quakers taking upon them Authority to —_ 
the Laws of the Land, and Aſſociating for the ſame wit 
their Hands, Lives and 'E ates, 


What they brokenly recite under this Head, in ſeveral Paſſages 
is chiefly againſt the payment of Ticthes under the New Covenant, and 
againſt ſuch Preachers, as Preach for Tithes and Mony, to be teſtified 
againſt in the Lord's Power and Spirit ; which has been according to 
our Chriſtian Teſtimony, ( as we really believe ard are perſuaded in 
Conſcience) ever ſince we were a People. Which is not to take 
= our ſelves Authority to abrogate the Laws of the Land z, as is wrong- 

ully charged upon us under this Head : For we neither rake upon 1s 

ſuch Authority, nor do we pretend to any ſuch Power, nor do we 
Aſſociate our ſelves for that end; 'tis an unjuſt Calumny caſt upou 
us. But only as the Lord has perſuaded us in our own Conſciences 
by his Light and Grace, we are obliged to be Faithful in our Teſti- 
mony, m_ many have been, and are Swfferers for the ſame. We 
do not reſiſt Authority, but rather poſſirzvely Submit, wherein we 
canuot attually obey with Safety and Peace of Conſcience. And fur- 
ther, we are perſuaded our Adverſaries cannot make it appear by 
plain Scripture, that Chriſt's Miniſters ( who are Miniſters of the 
New Covenant ) are allowed by him to Preach for Tithes, Hire or 
forced Maintenance, or that he requires their Hearers to pay Tithes, 
for this is contrary to his own precept, freely ye have received, frec- 
ly give : And to his. Changing the Prieſthood of Levi that took Tithes, 
and diſanulling the Law, that enjoyned the payment of them, Heb. 7. 
K and 
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and Mat. 10. Divers of the Martyrs and:eminent Reformers (as in the 
firſt Part noted) bore the like Teſtimony with us, againſt the Payment 
and Impoſing of Tithes nnder the Goſpel. But this grates hard againſt 
ſuch avaricious Prieſts, whoſe Intereſt and Trade is therein concerned, 
And ſeeing T. Elwood is quoted againſt the Payment of Tithes under 
the New Covenant, I refer the Reader to his Treatiſe in that caſe, enti- 
tuled, The Foundation of Tithes ſhaken. 


XV. Of the High aud Divine Authority which the Quakers ar. 
rogate to themſelves ; and that they do intend ( when able ) 
to root up, and deſtroy all other Governments. * 


This is ſtill as bitter, as falſe and calummious as the other, to render 
us Obnoxious, and to incenſe to Perſecution againſt us. We arrogate 
no ſuch Authority to our ſelves; but deſire Humbly to Meet in the 
Power and Spirit of Chriſt Jeſus, whoſe Preſence is in our Aſſemblies, 
in the midſt of us, as we humbly Meet in his Name. And our giving 
Chriſtian Counſel, Admonition, Inſtruction and Recommendation (of 
things juſt and honeſt) in his Name unto our Friexds, under the ſame 
Chriſtian Profeſſion with us; this is no Deſign to root wp, cr deſiroy any 
outward Civil Government (in Temporal Afﬀairs, or for a Terror to 
Evil-does) but tending to the Eaſe and Praiſe thereof, by due and 
timely Admonition; to prevent Diſorders and. Scandal, as that termed 
Preventing Juſtice, doth prevent Enormities, Miſchiefs, and the Penal- 
ties, conſequently, muſt needs be an eaſe to the Civil Government. 
And as for our Admoniſhing againſt unruly, diſorderly Spirits, who 
either luſt. to be Contentious, or to cauſe Diviſions, contrary to the 
Goſpel of Peace, or reprehending ſuch who light, contemn, and ſcorn 
wholſome Advice and Chriſtian Conſe! : This our Chriſtian Care and 
Practice for good Order, Peace and Unity in the Churches of Chriſt 
among us, is. both neceſſary and warrantable, . and according to the 
Pra&ticeand Example of the Primitive Ghriſtzans, and Churches of Chriſt. 
So that (as hath been teſtified already in the firſt Part of this Exami- 
zation ) all our Meetings, both Yearly, Monthly, Quarterly, &c. are for 
Innocent, Good and Chriſtian Ends, and Religious Exerciſe and Service. 
And theſe Adverſaries ſaying, Theſe Meetings are not for Worſhip, but 
only for their Government, Þ. 17. Is a known Falſhood, we having in them 
often-times both earneſt Prayer and Swpplication to God, and Edifying 
one another 1n- true Faith and Love, and provoking one another to 
Love and good Works.

: To their Charging our ſaid Meetings, That we keep them with our Doors 
ſhut or guarded, expreſly againſt the Aft of Toleration, that extends only 
(they ſay) to Meetings for Religious Worſhip, and excludes all from any 
Benefit by that Att, who keep their Doors ſhut at their Meetings, Þ. 17. 
Thus far againſt the Quakers. 

See how hard theſe Perſecntors are put to it, and how ſtrenuouſly 
they endeavour to exclude us from any Benefit of the AF of Toleration, 
conſequently to raiſe Perſecution againſt us. But they are very nar- 
row and partial, as well as miſtaken in their Conſtruftion of it. For l 
hope in the Exerciſe of m__ Meetings for promoting the PraQtice of 
pure Religion may be included and allowed, together with thoſe in- 
tirely for Religious Worſhip. And it is a falſe Conſtruction to ſay, The 
ſaid A# excludes all from the Benefit thereof, who keep their Doors ſhut at 
their Meetings. This is a wrong Conſtruftion upon the Statute, the words 
whereof being, With the Doors lock'd, barr'd or bolted; *tis not with 
| the Doors ſhut, for there may be need for that ſometime to keep out 

the cold Wind. 
It ſeems, the Malice of theſe Perſecurors is ſo deadly againſt us, that 
they do not only harp upon their repeated Rendering the Quakers, as 
ſetting up a Government within the Government, to make them Seditious, 
but alſo Treaſonable ; for which end they cite the following Paſlage, 
out of Weſt anſwering the North, p. $0. viz. 

Any Party of Men under a Government to make Laws, not being Law- 
fully Authoriz'd ſo to do, for the binding of others, and thereunto to require 
Obedience, # the ſetting up of themſelves above the Law, and treading it 
under their Feet, and rendering of them, whom they do ſo bind, theor Slaves 
and Vaſſals ;, and ſo is Treaſon. 

'Tis probable, theſe Perſecutors think, they have given us a deadly 
Blow with this Paſſage, and therefore have put Treaſon in great Letters. 
But they greatly miſapply and pervert the ſame. For being printed 
abonr the Year 1656, it was direQly intended as a Stroke upon the 
Perſecuting Juſtices and Magiſtrates in thoſe times in the Weſt of Eng- 
land, who, contrary to Magna Cherta, Chap. 29. and the Fundamental 
Laws and Liberties of this Nation, did, in their own Arbitrary Wills, 
iflue out Orders of Seſſions, or Warrants, to apprehend and Impriſen our 
Friends, and ſo to confine them, and bar them from travelling on the 
High-ways ;, and ſome have been taken up, and whip'd as Vagrants, in 
thoſe times, by ſuch as were intruſted with the Execution of the Law, 
and due Adminiſtration of Juſtice. *T was againſt ſuch, and thoſe their 
Arbitrary and Unwarrantable Proceedings, that the faid Paſſage ( per- 
verſly recited againſt us) was diretly latcuded and levelled. And 
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therefore what theſe Men have recited out of News out of the North, 
(p- 18.) printed 1654. containing matter of Prophecy againſt thoſe 
and ſuch corrupt Perſecuting Rulers, Judges, Juſtices, Prieſts, 8&c. in 
thoſe days charged with ſuch Perſecution and Uſurpation, importing 
their Downfall ;, 1 ſee no cauſe for theſe Propheſies now to be alledged 
againſt us, ſeeing they are in a great meaſure fulfilled. 

After the words And thou Beaſt — theſe Men add [ the 
Guil Government.) See what Picking and Botching work they make 
to throw dirt upon us. 


XVI. Their Treatment of Kjngs, (P. 19.) 


You, and your Kings, and Lordly Power ( by which you thought to ex- 
erciſe Lordſhip over my Heritage ) ſhall be Enſlaved by the Devil, &C. 
againſt E. B's Trumpet, printed Anno 1655. 

Obſ. This is not of all Kings, butall Perſecutors of the Saints of God, 
who would Lord it over #:s Heritage are Enemies to Chriſt, and under 
the Dragon's Power, confequently ſuch are enſlaved by the Devil alrea- 
dy; how Great and High ſoever they are in the Earth, and will go down 
with the lamciCa into the Pit, if they repent not, ſee Ezek. 32 
clap. And dare any of theſe Prieſts affirm the contrary ? 


XVII. Their Treatment of the Clergy, &c. p, 19. 


The Idle Gormandizing Prieſts of England run away with One Hundred 
and Fifty Thouſand Pounds a Tear, under pretence of God's Miniſters, &C. 
( againſt W. P's Guide miſtaken, P. 18. Anno 1668.) 

t confeſs many things were Zealouſly and Shavply writ againſt the 
Covetous, Mercenary, and Perſecuting Prieſts, pretended Watchmen and 
Shepherds in this and other Nations, but ( in Language) according as 
the Holy Prophets did againſt the Shepherds of Iſrael, and their Coverous 
Prieſts and Falſe Prophets, ſee Iſa. 56. 10, 11. His Watch-men are blind, 
they are all ignorant, they are all dumb Dogs, they cannot bark, ſleeping, 
lying down, loving to ſlumber : Tea, they are greedy Dogs which can never 
. enough, and they are Shapherds that 6annot underſtand: They look to 
their own Way, every one for his gain from his quarter. And Jerem. 5. 
30, 31. A wonderful and horrible thing is commited in the Land, the Prieſts 
bear rule by their means. See alſo Chap. 23. 9,10, 11. And Micah 3. 11. 
againſt the Prieſts that teach for Hire, and the Prophets that q_ 
Money. *Tis very ſtrange, theſe Doftors ſhould expoſe the aforeſaid 


Complaint againſt the Priefts of England, unleſs they had clear'd _ . 
yes 
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ſelves thereof; for ſuch Recirals againſt their Corruptions do excite Peo- 
ple but the more to inſpect their ways, and to conſider, whether 
they are warrantable according to Holy Scripture. I refer the Reader 
to W. P's own Anſwer at the end of this Treatiſc. 


XVII. Their Treatment of the Diſſenters. 


An Ill-bred, Pedantick Crew, the Bane of Religion, and Peſt of the World, 
the old Incendiaries to Miſchief, and the beſt to be ſpared of Mankind, &C. 
(Againſt W. P. Ouakeriſm a new Nick-name, Þ. 165.) 

This 1s not the Quakers Treatment of Diſſenters in general, or with- 
out exception, as hereby falſly repreſented. But W.-P's occaſional 
Treatment of * Such a Proud, Railing, Buſie-body, and ſuch a fort of 
&* Prieſts, who think their Coat will bear out their worſt Expreſſions for 
& Religion, and praftiſe an haughty Reviing for Chriſt, as one of the 
&« greateſt Demonſtrations of their Zeal; as in his antecedent words. 
After theſe words of W. P. [' Againſt whom the beiling Vengeance of an 
Irritated God us ready to be poured out. ] Theſe Men leave out, viz. 
[ < To the Deſtruction of ſuch, if they repent not, and turn from their 
«© Abominable Deceits.] Certainly neither the fore-going Citations 
(under their 18th Head) nor that which they ſubjoyn againſt the 
bitter Stock of Hirelings, and their Sin-pleaſing Principles, &c. could 
ever be intended for the Quakers Treatment of Diſſenters, Indefinitely, 
or without Exception ; for we always diſtinguiſh between the Mode- 
rate and Immoderate, the Charitable and Uncharitable, the Ingenuous and 
Diſingenuows, even among Diſſenters of ſeveral ſorts, and others alſo.. 
When Men are charging Blaſphemy and Sedition upon a People out of 
Books, and Quotations (as theſe Men do) they ſhould be more fair 
and juſt therein, than theſe Men have been. They are very Injuri- 
ous and Offenſive both in Charge and Citation; we only Defenſive, and 
not under a neceſſity of reciting and reprinting their whole Cirarion: 
in every part : Let their Books and ours be compared, to evince them 
more fully, and clear our Inocency from theſe Adverſaries groſs Ca- 
lumnies, Perverſions, Miſapplications, Miſrepreſentations, and fruitleſs At- 
tempts.

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Ingenaous Reader, pleaſe to take W. P's own following Anſwer to 
ſeveral Charges againſt him. 


\ By BEL, Þ- 4- quotes W. P's Sandy Forndation, P. 20. thus, wiz, 
That Finite and Impotent Creature | ſpeaking of Chriſt ] — W hich is 
ſo groſs a Strain of Emvy and Abuſe, that no Ingenuous Perſon can 
read it without an Abhorrence of the Author's Temper and Work ; 
and ſhews, how little Credit ought to be given him in the reſt of his 
Work. For it is plain, W. P. made the Abſurdity lie here, That the 
Dottrine he oppos'd makes it Impoſlible for God to forgive, without 
a rigid Satisfaction ; and yet Man, who is a Finite and Impotent Creature, 
1s not only capable of it, but commanded to do it: See Sandy Foun- 
dation, P. 18. Set. 7. 

Again, Libel, p. Ibid. Chriſt”s Co-eſſentiality and Co-eternity with his 
Father, of his being made Man, Dying for Sins, Riſmg and Aſcending into 
Heaven, &c. they make W. P. to call, Confuſed Babble, and by Rote- 
Canting, By-paths of vain Tradition and Invention, Romancing, dark Reſults 
of Fattions, and Corrupted Counſels, &c. Whereas 'tis plain from his 
Book at large, as well as from the Words themſelves (which they 
have cited ) he writ not in Contempt of the Marrer, but in Reproof 
of the Man : For he taxes him with Babbling, by Rote-Canting, and Ro- 
mancing over the weighty Myſteries of Sn Life ; which words they 
left our, becauſe being in, they would have diſappointed them of an Op- 
portunity of Abuſing W. P. So that (in ſhort) he reproved the Ram- 
bling and Inſenſible Manner of the Prieſs Writing, and not the Mat- 
ter treated of ; which W. P. expreſly calls, the Weighty Myſteries of 
Eternal Life. Which yet plainer appears from p. 28. upon occaſion 
of ſome _—_ made by W. P. to ſhew the Indiſtinftion and confuſed 
Way of the Prieft's Writing, viz. © Thon mult not, Reader, from 
<«< my Querying thus, C_ we da deny (as he hath falſly charg- 
© ed us) thoſe glorious Three, which bear Record in Heaven, the 
&« Father, Word, and Spirit, neither the Irfinity, Eternity and Divinity of 
&« Feſus Chriſt, for that we know, he is the Aghty God; nor what the 
« Father ſent his Son to do on the behalf of Loſt Man, declaring to the 
* whole World, we know no other Name by mhich Attonement, Salvation 
&« md plenteous Redemption comes. But rather to let thee ſee, how unſa- 

tisfactorily 
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« tisfaCtorily he has impoſed Religion on the World, and how exceed- 
« ing open he lays his Principles to the Objection of every reaſona- 
« ble Inquirer. For the Prieſt's Book was intizuled, A Guide to the 
erue Religion, after going forward and backward four times in his Reli- 
gion; and therefore deſerved an Anſwer, as W. P. did in his Book, in- 
tituled, The Guide Miſtaken. 

Page 19, and 20, The Libel quotes W. P. giving hard words to the 
Clergy; _— which W. P. is far from diſowning, allowing him ( as in 
Reaſon) his own Senſe and Intention: Are they not Idle, Gormandizing 
Prieſts, that Feed the People with that which is not Bread, and yer live 
upon theirs? That teach for Aire, and make a Trade of the Miniſtry ? 
Have nat they been the Baze of Soul and Body, through Ages, that have 
either been the Ground or Fomentors of the moſ# bloody and infamous 
Revolutions of the World? Go ask the Martyrologies of all Nations, 
who are the Fire and Faggot-24» againſt Tender Conſciences and 
Reformation ? W. P. does not charge every Perſon of the Clergy, ſome 
being of a more Moderate Temper, and better Principles; but he would 
have theſe of the Clergy that take his Words hardly, or any of their 
Hearers, inquire how many of the Clergy ſtood to their Principles in the 
Times of K. Henry VIII. Edward VI. Q. Mary, and Q, #liz. they will 
find of the whole Eccleſtaſtical Body, containing about 12 Thouſand Per- 
ſons, not 5 Hundred of all Ranks and Degrees, that ſhewed Conſcience for 
their Religion, but took their Tins at all. And how few, through the 
many Revolutions, ſince our late Civil Wars began, have. been true <0 
their Principles, many (yet living) know, to the Scandal of Religion, as 
well as the Nazion ? After this W. P. thinks himſelf very little account- 
able for what he has faid to a moſt Temporizing and Hypocritical Parſon 
(J. C.) of the Men of his Qualifications; for he. having excluded the 
= Socinians, &c. from Salvation, muſt not take it hard of any 
of us called Quakers, if they think ſuch Turn-Coars, and Hypocrites have 
nothing to do there. 

Libel, p- 4+ That the outward Perſon which ſuffered, was properly the Son 
of God, we utterly deny. Againſt W. P. Serious Apology, P. 146. 

The Ahſwer is, "That if what W. P. hath faid, and plainly meant, . 
is not true, then the Body that Suffer'd muſt be of the Divine Nature ; 
and conſequently that which is of the Divine Nature, is Mortal : But 
that which is properly the Only-begotten of God, muſt naturally be Inmor- 
cal. So that (properly and ftriltly ſpeaking) that which could die cangot 
be the Only-begotten Entire Son of God; and yet it was his Body, that died, 
and as ſuch it may in a Senſe be ſaid, He died; and in no other reſpect 
does W. P. deny that which died, to be the So of God. See his Book, . 
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Serious Apology, at large, upon this Paſſage, which ſufficiently explain 
it ſelf, os -<r cher os => nan. that Cite it. , 

Page 146. Prieſt Jenner chargeth us with Denying the Lord that bought 
1, becauſe (as he falſly ſays) we deny that Perſon (the Son of God) that died 
at Jeruſalem, to be our Redeemer. 

* Which molt horrid Imputation (fays W. P.) has been Anſwer'd 
- © more (1 believe) than a thouſand times, that is, That he that laid 
* down his Life, and ſuffer'd his Body to be Crucified by the Jews, 
<« without the Gates of Jeruſalem, is Chriſt, the Only Son of the Moſt 
* High God. But to Aſſert the Body which Suftered and Died,was pro- 
perly the Entire S»» of God; this brings Him more under the Charge 
- of making him but a meer Man, than us, who acknowledge Him to be 
One with the Father, and of a Nature Eternal, and Immortal. For he 
was Glorified with the Father, before the World was. 

And that it may yet farther appear, that what we give for our 
meaning is ſuch ( beſides what is already cited) turn over Leaf to Page 
149. and obſerve, what Confeſſion the ſaid W. P. then made, as to the 
Matter Controverted. £ 

*« We do Believe in One Holy God Almighty, who is an Eternal Spirit, 
&« the Creator of all things. 

« And in One Lord Jeſs Chriſt, his Only Son, and Expreſs Image of 
* his Subftance, who took upon Him Fleſh, and was in the World, and 
& in Life, Dottrine, Miracles, Death, Reſurreftion, Aſcenſion, and Me- 
& diation, eatly did, and does continue to do the Will of God; 
*© to whoſe Holy Life, Power, Mediation, and Blood, we only aſcribe our 
& Santtification, Fuſtification, Redemption, and Perfett Salvation. 

* And we Believe in One Holy Spirit, that proceeds and breaths from 
« the Father and the Son, as the Life and Virtue of both the Father 
& and the Son, a Meaſure of which is given toall to Profit with. And 
& be that bas one, has all, for thoſe Three are One; who is the Alpha and 
« Omega, the Firft and the Laſt, God over all, Bleſſed for ever. Amen. 
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
